Copies of tho bulletin will be distri- 
buted to all freight and station agents, 
with Instructions to place them in tho 
hands of shippers, consignees, brok- 
om. buyers, boards of trade, cham- 
bers of commerce, runt merchants as* 
eoclntlons, located within their juris- 
dictions and urge coBperatlon. In mak- 
ing moro efficient use of the carrying 
capacity of freight cars. 


The bulletin la Illustrated with a 


series of seven diagrams showing the 
customary wayn In which tomatoes, 
fertltlror, sugar In bugs, sugar In 
barrels, salt In bags, oil In barrels 
and cotton In baton are shipped. 
In 


^he case of each of these commodities, 
the commercial unit In which tihlp- 
mentR are oidlnarlly made nils half, 
or IPKS than half of tho carrying ca- 
pacity of a box car. 
The diagrams 


show How practically tho entire ca- 
pacity of the car can ho uttlbed. 


To remedy this condition, the bul- 


letin suggests that buyers, where pos- 
sible.
